I the Mean between the two Extremes, oftoo much ftiffneſs in refafing, and of too much eaſineſs in admitting any 
things adviſedly eftabliſhed (no evident neceſfity ſo requiring ) ſundry inconveniences have thereupon enſued; and 
thoſe many times more, and greater then the evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : ſo on the 
other fide, the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being 
things in. their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged , it is but reaſonable , that upon weighty 
and unportant conſiderations, according, to the various exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations 
ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould fromtime to time ſeem either neceflary or 
expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of blefled memory ſince the Reformation, the 
Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderations her thereunto moving, hath yielded to. make ſuch Alterations in ſome 
particulars, as in their xeſpetive times were thought convenient : Yet ſo, as that the main Body and effentials of it 
( as well in the chiefeft materials, as in the frame and order thereof ) have till continued the ſame unto thisday, and 
do yetſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous aflaults made againf it by ſuch men 
as are given to change, and have always diſcovered a greater regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, then to 
that duty they owe to the publick. . ; : 

' By what undue means, and for what miſchievous þ wo! the uſe of the Liturgy ( though enjoyned by the Laws of 
the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) came, during the late unhappy confutions, to be diſcontinued, is too well 
known to the World, and we are not willing here to remember. But when, upon his Majefties happy Rettauration it 
ſeemed probable, that, amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the ſame hayi 
never been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome rimely means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men, Who under the late ufi 
powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaffefted thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point 
of reputation and intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men 
are very hardly brought todo) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto di- 
vers Pamphlets were publiſhed fag the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objeftions muttered up, with the addition 
of ſome new ones more then formerly had been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great importunities were 
uſed to his ſacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions there- 
unto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto his Majeſty, out of his pious in- 
clination to give ſatisfaftion ( ſo far as could be reaſonably expeRted ) to all his Subjetts of what perſwaſion ſoever, did 
graciouſly condeſcend. - 

'In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have been uſed in the like 
caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either 
of fry gin conſequence (as ſecretly firiking at ſome eſtabhiſhed Doarine, or laudable PraQtice of the Church of 
England, or indeed of the whole C atholick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and 
vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us ( by what perſons, under what pretences,or to what purpoſe ſoeyer 
ſotendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have willingly, and of our own accord afſented 
unto : Not enforced fo to do by any ftrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſhty of making the ſaid Alterations : 
For we are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) that the Book, as it ſtood before 
bliſhed by Law, doth not contain m it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound Dotrine, or which a 
godly man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible againft any that ſhall 
oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conftruftion as in common Equity ought to be allowed 


or all 40" writings, eſpecially ſuch are ſet forth by Authority,and even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scri- 
pture it ſelf. -

on, or otherwiſe liable to miſconttruQtion: Or thirdly, for a more perfet rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as 
are inſerted into the Liturgy; which, inthe Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now ox- 
dered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſ 
givings, fitted to ſpecial Occaſions ſhould be added in their due places; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with gh 
Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; which, although not ſo neceflary when the former Book was com- 
piled, yet by the growth of Arahaptiſm, through the licentiouſneſs of the late Times crept in amongſtus, is riow become 
necefiary, and may be always uſetul for the baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith 
If any man who ſhall defire a more particular Account of the ſeyeral Alterations in any part ofthe Liturgy, ſhall take the 
pains to compare the preſent Book with the former 5 we doubt, not but the reaſon of the change miay eaſily appear, 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our Duties in this WOrny Affair, as in the fight of God, and to approve 
our ſincerity therein ( ſo far as lay in us) to the Confciences of al men; although we know 1t impoſſible ( in ſuch va- 
riety of apprehenſions, hamours, and intereſts as are inthe world ) to pleaſe all, nor can expect that men of fa: 
ous, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other then them- 
ſelves: Yet we have good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both, Frovincer 
with great diligence examined and approved, will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable, an 
truly conſcientious Sons of the Church of Ergland. 


C Concerning the Service of the C H URC H. | | 


Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continuance of 
time hath not been corrupted : As among, other things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in 
tie Church, commonly called - Dvine Service. The firſt original and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for a 
rene advancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, = the greateſt 

part thereof) ſhould be read over once every year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were 
Miniſters inthe Congregation,. ſhould ( by often reading, ard meditation in Gods Word ) be ftirred up to godlineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholſom Docrihe, and to confute them that were Adyerſaries to the 
Truth ; and further, that the people by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in the Church ) night continually pro- 
fir more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more intiamed with the love of his true Religion. p 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and 
negleRed by planting in uncertain Stories and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations and Synodals; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the ret were unread. And in this fort the Book of 1/aiah was begun in Avent, and the Book of Geneſis in 
_ eſima but they were only begun and never read through: After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture 
ed. And moreover, whereas Saint Paul would have ſuch Langage ſpoken to the people inthe Church, as they might, 
underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church of England theſe niany years, hath beens 
read in Latin to the people, which the underſtand not; ſo that they have heard with their ears only, and their heart 
, wc and mind have riot been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided 
the:Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereofeyery one was called a Nofurn : Now of late time a few of them have beendaily 
{ ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Morebver, thenumiber and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pze, and, the manifol4 
changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that any 
times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. . PORT | 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſane ſhall be redreſled; 
And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and eafie to be un- 
derſtood; wherein ( ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in, 
order, without breaking one piece from ariother. For this cauſe be cut off Anthenis, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch' 
like things as did break the continual courſe ofthereading of the Scripture. 1 
Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muft be ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules are here 
ſet forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain and eafie to be underftood. So that here you have an 
Order for Prayer, and: for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, and a great deal more profitable and commodious then that which oflate was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe 
here are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious ; and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame; and 
that in ſuch a Language and Order, as is moſt eafie and plain for the underftanding borh of the Readers and Hearers, 
x is _ mare commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be 
ew and eafie. | | 
whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm ; ſome 
following SalzburylUſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lcoln; now from 
henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. EE 
And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſoplainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and praftice of the ſame; to 
appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if anyariſe ) and for the reſolution of ail doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand; 
do, and execute the things contained in this Book ; the parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway re- 
ſort tothe Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quitting and appeaſing ofthe ſame; ſo 
that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in 
doubt, then he may ſend for the Reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop: 


to officiate in any part of Divine Service ; which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rybricks: Or ſecondly, for thel 
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Horghb it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in the Church in the Fngliſh Tongne, to ths end; 

. that the Congregation maybe thereby edified ; yet it is not meant, but that when men ſay Morning and Evening 
Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame in ay Language that they themſelves do underjtand. 

And all Prizfts and Deacons are to ſay daily th? Morning and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, not Being
